CHAPTER 207. 
INCORPORATION OF TOWN OF HAMILTON. 

B. F. 825. 

AN ACT to legalize the incorporation of the town of Hamilton, Marion county, Iowa, the 
election of its officers, and ordinances passed and all official acts of the council of said 
town. 

WHEREAS, Doubts having arisen as to the legality of the incorporation of the 
town of Hamilton, Marion county, Iowa, the election of its officers, official 
acts done, and the ordinances passed by the council of said town; 'therefore, 

Be it enacted by the General .Assembly of tl,e State of Iowa: 

SECTION 1. Valid and binding-pending litigation. That the incor­
poration of the town of Hamilton, Marion county, Iowa, the election of its 
officers, official acts done, and ordinances passed by the council of said town, 
not in contravention of law, are hereby 'legalized, and the same are declared 
to be binding and valid and of the same force and effect as though the law 
had. b~en strictly complied with in the incorporation of said town, the elec­
tion of its officers, official acts, and the passage of its ordinances. Nothing 
in this act shall affect any litigation now pending.

AN ACT to legalize the election for the incorporation of the town 1)£ LeRoy, Decatur 
county, Iowa. 

WHEREAS, The commissioners appointed by the district court of Decatur 
county, state of Iowa, at the November term 1903, of said court, held an 
election for the incorporation of the town of LeRoy in the county of Decatur 
and state of Iowa, on the 15th day of December, A. D. 1903; and 

WHEREAS, Doubts have arisen as to the legality of said election, for the 
reason that the commissioners posted up a notice of said election in three 
public places in said town of LeRoy, Decatur county, Iowa, and did not have 
the said notice published in a newspaper published in said county of Decatur, 
state of Iowa; therefore, 

Be it enacted by ti,e General Assembly of tI,e State oj IOlca: 

SECTION 1. Eleotion legalized. That the election for the incorporation
